IN  STATION  OPERATION  was  presented  to  WBCL  at  the  National  Religious 
Broadcasters  43rd  Annual  Convention  in  Washington,  D.C.  in  February.  Char 
Binkley,  WBCL's  General  Manager  accepted  the  award  to  the  station  at  a 
Religious  Broadcasters'  luncheon  in  the  nation's  capital. 

Of  the  1,100  organizations  belonging  to  this  national  association,  WBCL  was  one 
of  the  four  that  received  a  Merit  award.  The  criteria  for  the  award  is  based  on 
"station  advancement  of  quality  programming,  use  of  new  technological  devel- 
opments to  communicate  the  Gospel,  and  exemplary  demonstration  of  the  NRB 
Code  of  Ethics."

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"The  Biblical  Studies  Division  is  one  of 
three  divisions  in  the  curricular  structure 
at  FWBC.  Its  aim  is  to  contribute  to  the 
foundational  preparation  of  "servant  lead- 
ers" who  are  (l)  knowledgeable  in  Biblical 
backgorund  and  content  and  in  theology; 
(2)  skilled  in  their  interpretation  of  Biblical 
truth  and  its  application  to  life;  and  (3) 
committed  to  a  lifelong  study  of  the  Bible 
and  a  dissemination  of  its  contents. 

"All  three  divisions  are  interrelated.  The 
Biblical  Studies  Division  helps  students  in 
the  understanding  of  truth  found  in  gener- 
al revelation,  that  is,  that  revelation  exist- 
ing in  nature  and  persons  and  forming  the 
content  of  the  General  Studies  Division. 
In  reciprocal  fashion,  the  content  of  gen- 
eral studies  enables  students  of  the  Bible 
to  understand  Biblical  content  related  to 
the  natural  and  social  sciences  and  to  the 
liberal  arts.  Furthermore,  the  ability  to 
think  critically  developed  by  the  General 
Studies  Division  is  an  aid  to  Biblical  inter- 
pretation and  application.  Professional 
studies  provide  the  skills  for  disseminat- 
ing the  information  gained  from  Biblical 
and  general  studies  to  the  world  and  for 
relevant  serving  in  contemporary  society."

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"General  studies  consists  of  requirements 
and  electives  drawn  fronn  the  humanities, 
social  sciences,  and  natural  sciences.  The 
division  provides  neither  specialized  nor 
vocational  instruction.  Its  purposes  are  to 
explore,  integrate,  and  apply  truth  as 
found  within  its  disciplines,  and  to  func- 
tion with  the  other  two  divisions,  assisting 
the  student  to  formulate  a  Christian 
worldview  and  a  unified  concept  of  truth, 
and  to  equip  the  student  to  function  criti- 
cally and  constructively  as  a  servant-leader 
ine  contemporary  world. 

"The  content  of  the  General  Studies  Divi- 
sion consists  of  the  knowledge,  skills,  atti- 
tudes and  values  which  enable  an  individ- 
ual to  see  from  a  distinctive  Christian 
perspective  those  areas  of  life  common  to 
all  human  beings.  All  baccalaureate  de- 
gree programs  include  at  least  forty-two 
hours  of  general  education  courses."

The  vocations  embraced  by  this 
division  are  multifaceted  and  may  involve 
service  in  congregations,  mission  agen- 
cies, educational  institutions,  or  other 
ministry  organizations.  The  intent  of  the 
division  is  to  develop  leaders  who  possess 
professional  skills  and  spiritual  maturity 
which  strengthen  the  local  body  of  believ- 
ers and  to  enable  the  leaders  to  function 
competently  in  their  chosen  vocations."

Three  Contemporary  Issues  Series  were  held  this 
year.  Remember  the  one  on  world  hunger?  Stan 
Nussbaum  helped  us  realize  what  good  food  we 
have  in  comparison  to  what  much  of  the  rest  of  the 
world  eats.  Many  of  us  stood  up  to  signify  that  we 
would  no  longer  complain  in  the  cafeteria.  And 
there  was  a  panel  with  Cleve  Lawrence,  Eric  Hos- 
tetler,  and  Stuart  Zurcher  sharing  what  they  had 
seen  of  poverty  in  their  part  of  the  world.  After  that 
series  a  few  people  ate  plain  grain  meals  on  Fridays. 

And  remember  the  series  on  abortion.^  Deb  Burk- 
holder  did  a  very  sensitive  role  play  with  Joyce 
MacDougall,  who  is  Director  of  Crisis  Pregnancy 
Center.  And  remember  there  was  a  candle  extin- 
guishing ceremony  to  dramatize  the  enormous 
number  of  lives  of  the  unborn  snuffed  out  for  flim- 
sey  reasons.  The  pictures  on  this  page  should  help  us 
remember  the  series  on  the  cults  chaired  by  Roger 
Ringenberg  with  Dana  Collins,  Linda  VanDyke, 
Tom  Foster,  and  Mic  Clinger  on  the  panel.

Many  special  speakers  have  added  to  our  spiritual  growth  this  year.  Among 
them,  of  course,  have  been  our  own  professors.  For  example,  David  Biberstein 
gave  us  a  new  appreciation  for  the  parable  of  the  prodigal  son  in  his  series 
during  a  Spiritual  Emphasis  morning.  And  in  one  chapel  Sterling  DeMond 
challenged  us  with  a  sermon  entitled  "The  Assent  of  Moses."  The  speakers 
from  far  away  places  have  been  great  too.  During  missions  week  in  the  first 
semester  there  was  Don  Richardson,  missionary  author,  whose  book  THE 
PEACE  CHILD  helped  us  recognize  that  God  has  prepared  people  to  receive 
the  gospel  and  that  sometimes  we  over  estimate  the  difficulties  of  preaching 
the  gospel  in  another  culture.  Then  there  was  Bill  Leslie  from  LaSalle  Street 
Baptist  Church  who  was  the  Staley  Lecturer.  He  shared  very  personally  and 
honestly  concerning  his  work  with  the  people  of  the  inner  city  and  concerning 
his  own  journey  into  wholeness.  Another  missions  speaker  was  Greg  Living- 
stone of  Frontiers,  who  was  the  plenary  speaker  for  this  year's  Outreach 
Conference.  "It's  the  Muslims  turn  now  to  hear  the  gospel,"  he  said.

The  organization  now  is  in  its  fifth  year,  hav- 
ing met  three  times,  and  has  a  membership  of 
74,  representing  51  colleges.  The  membership 
is  drawn  from  the  Christian  service  personnel 
of  schools  accredited  by  AABC  (full  mem- 
bership) and  from  C.S.  personnel  of  other 
schools  of  higher  education  (associate  mem- 
bership).

"The  Music  Man",  a  musical  comedy  concerned  with 
the  life  of  a  small  Iowa  city  in  1912,  is  largely  a  tenderly 
altered  recollection  of  things  that  happened  to  Mer- 
edith Willson  in  Mason  City  (which  he  calls  "River 
City")  when  he  was  ten  years  old.  It  is  the  story  of  a 
rascally  but  attractive  salesman  of  musical  instruments 
and  band  uniforms,  shuttling  about  the  Midwest  and 
prevailing  on  small-town  people  to  outfit  school 
bands  on  the  promise  of  teaching  its  members  to  play.

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In  March  we  watched  as  two  claimed 
victory  in  the  PhiUppine  election;  and 
then  as  Marcos'  fabulous  wealth  (and 
all  Imelda's  shoes)  became  apparent, 
U.S.  support  vanished  and  Cory 
Aquino  became  president  in  a  "blood- 
less" revolution. 


It  was  the  best  of  times;  it  was  the 
worst  of  times.  A  thousand  things 
brought  us  grief,  awakened  us  to  our 
true  condition  and  sometimes  brought 
us  to  our  knees. 

"Obviously  a  major  malfunction,"  was 
an  understatement  made  by  a  NASA 
public  affairs  officer  as  he  saw  the 
rocket  had  exploded.  The  explosion  in 
February  before  the  eyes  of  children 
and  the  whole  world  of  the  shuttle 
Challenger  brought  intense  national 
grief  and  many  questions  about  the 
future.  The  grief  was  present  all  spring 
as  each  piece  of  the  craft  and  the  hu- 
man remains  of  six  crewmen  and  of 
Christa  McAuliffe,  were  brought  up 
from  the  sea. 


In  April,  after  a  terrorist  bombing  in 
which  an  American  was  killed,  was 
traced  to  Libyian  involvement,  Ameri- 
can planes  took  off  from  an  airport  in 
England  and  bombed  strategic  parts  of 
Tripoli,  hoping  for  an  uprising  in  Libya 
itself  to  overthrow  Col.  Khadafy. 

In  May  world  attention  was  drawn 
away  from  the  debate  over  the  U.S. 
attempt  to  send  a  stern  message  to  ter- 
rorists, when  the  nuclear  reactor  in 
Chernobyl  near  Kiev  overheated  and ' 
radio  active  particles  were  let  loose 
upon  the  world.  Russians  themselves 
seemed  to  know  little  about  the  disas- 
ter for  days.  The  free  world  feared  a 
possible  meltdown  of  the  reactor  and 
the  consequent  contamination  of  the 
soil  and  water  of  the  fertile  farmlands 
of  the  Russian  Ukraine. 
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Deng  Xiaoping,  octogenarian  ruler  of 
China,  named  "man  of  the  year"  by 
TIME,  has  modified  the  application  of 
Communism,  bringing  modernization 
at  a  rapid  pace  to  China. 


The  Reagan-Gorbachev  summit  in  Ge- 
neva in  Nov.  was  a  top  story  for  several 
weeks.  There  was  great  hope  that  Gor- 
bachev's pleasant  face,  new  style  and 
his  pretty  wife  might  indicate  a  change 
in  policy.  But  the  smile  seems  made  of 
iron  teeth. 


The  symbolic  Statue  of  Liberty,  the 
"Mother  of  exiles,"  underwent  a  two- 
year  repair  job  to  be  ready  for  her  hun- 
dredth birthday  July  4. 
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Reagan  continued  to  promote  the  so- 
called  "Star  Wars"  defense  plan  amidst 
much  controversy  over  budget.  In  the 
spring,  the  debate  over  aid  for  the 
Nicaraguan  Contras  raged  in  Congress 
and  was  lost  in  spite  of  a  very  aggres- 
sive President. 

The  death  of  film  star  Rock  Hudson 
brought  attention  to  the  threat  of 
AIDS.  Some  parents  began  to  fear  that 
their  children  might  get  AIDS  through 
casual  contact  and  kept  their  children 
out  of  school  if  a  child  with  AIDS  was 
allowed  to  attend.  The  fight  of  young 
Ryan  White  to  go  to  school  was  won 
in  court. 


The  national  economy  made  news  of- 
ten as  Congress  debated  what  to  do 
about  the  huge  national  debt.  Bank- 
rupt farmers  sadly  auctioned  off  their 
livestock  and  said  goodbye  to  the  fam- 
ily farm. 

In  the  spring  oil  prices  fell  drastically 
and  the  price  of  gasoline  went  well 
below  a  dollar  a  gallon. 

Bishop  Tutu  came  for  a  visit  on  behalf 
of  a  South  Africa  torn  by  fear  and  deep 
racial  animosities. 

Thousands  died  in  natural  disasters 
through  out  the  world:  an  earthquake 
in  Mexico  City  killed  4000.  In  Colom- 
bia a  volcano  erupted  burying  25,000  in 
an  avalanche  of  mud  and  water.  In  Italy 
a  dam  broke  killing  200. 


Some  problems  have  been  constantly 
in  the  news:  abortion,  pornography, 
and  the  abduction  of  children;  the  con- 
cern over  acid  rain  and  the  disposal  of 
chemical  waste;  and  the  constant  flow 
of  illegal  drugs  with  a  new  one  called 
"crack."
